Drifts Block Wolverine State 
Roads As Dust Storms Sweep 
Kansas, Oklahoma And Texas

| A swirling Blizzard driven by a 40- 
mile-per-hour gale swept across north- 
ern Michigan blocading roads and dis- 
turbing communications today while 
rapidly dropping temperatures avert- 
ed the threat of serious floods in Wis- 
consin, Illinois and Iowa.
